An Environmental Impact Report 
(EIR) may be required on a de- 
velopment proposed for Ballard- 
vale street if traffic statistics listed 
in an Environmental Notification 
Form (ENF) are found-to be in 
conflict with figures brought out by 
Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski. 

The Statement was made by 
Jackie Wilkins of the state's Massa- 
chusetts Environmental Protection, 
Agency (MEPA) during Thurt 
day's consultation session at the 
town hall. 

The two hour session was held to 
receive public comments relating to 
environmental issues on the 22.5 
acre site. Following a 30-day 
review period which ends July 24, 
the secretary of the Executive 
Office of Environmental Affairs 
will determine the need for an EIR. 
The report can be required on cer- 
tain grounds, one of which would 
be the project's impact on traffic in 
the area. 

‘The meeting was well attended by 
representatives of the Investors 
Management Group (IMG), resi- 
dents of the Arlene Avenue neigh- 
borhood, and state and local 
officials who came prepared to ex- 
press their concerns and raise 
questions about the 204 unit 
apartment project. 

For most, it was their first chance 
to view the preliminary site plan, a 
plan which includes “basically” 12 
unit buildings, a clubhouse, swim- 
ming pool, and a small pond in the 
retention area. Also shown in the 
plan is a two-loop roadway cros 
sing over a stream, wetland area, 
and three drainage ditches by the 
pond. @ccess would be off 
Ballardvale Street with a utility 
easement off Arlene Avenue. 

Proponents of the project said 
they have already surveyed and 
flagged wetlands and tried to lay 
out buildings to have “a minimal 
impact on wetlands.” They have 
also applied to the Mass. Housing 
Finance Agency for site approval 
and to the state DPW for a curb cut 
permit. 

Conservation Commission Chair- 
man, Chester Bruce, raised many 
questions relating to water flow, 
the replacement area, erosion, 
flood control, and water pollution 
and refuted ENF statistics on 
wildlife and the number of trees to 
be cut. One abutter, too, expressed 
concerns about water drainage 
saying "you're (IMG) going to do 
an awful lot of disruption” 
especially since the neighborhood is 
already experiencing basement 
flooding problems

Possible water pollution and the 
difficulty, at present, of hooking up 
to the town sewer system, were two 
areas discussed by Arthur Smith of 
the Water and Sewer Commission 

Any effluent from the project 
would go into the wellfield area at 
Brown's Crossing, said Smith, 
adding that "this is absolutely one 
of our concerns” as it would lead to 
pollution of Wilmington’s ground 
water. 


Smith also nixed any plan to tie 
into the industrial sewer I 
Ballardvale Street, explaining that 
line “has reached its limit,” or 
bringing the line down Arlene 
Avenue to Salem Street to the 
interceptor.

Edward Elfman of the Dept. of 
Public Works explained that he 
found "tremendous faults with the 
ENF in itself.”

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Dear Larz: 

After reading 
editorial on private school busing 
in Tewksbury July 2nd edi- 
tion, I feel compelled to make some 
comments. 

First of all, Mr. Conlon’s column 
reads much like that of an outsider 
looking in, I felt that he indicated 
no knowledge of the history of the 
issue, which is very important to 
understand the feelings of the two 
sides of the argument. I felt that his 
analogy of Northern Ireland was 
totally out of line, for this certainly 
is not a religious issue - you see 
people on both sides of the issue at 
St. William's every Saturday or 
Sunday. And lastly, the editor's 
labels of "Privo vs. Pub" is also 
inconsistent with the issue; as the 
conflict now is private school 
busing vs. the town budget. Mr. 
Conlon seemed startled that people 
without children in school would 
show up to vote on the busing issue. 
Doesn't every taxpayer have the 
right to vote on the town budget? 

Mr. Conlon remarked that 
private school busing was once part 
of the school committee budget - 
that is true. He also inferred that 
this is a common factor in school 
committee budgets throughout the 
commonwealth, I am sure that if he 
did his research he would find that 
almost no communities throughout 
the state make any provision for 
private school busing; furthermore 
he would find no city or town that 
provides anywhere near the amount 
of money that Tewksbury has spent 
for years on this issue. 

Yes, private school busing was a 
part of the school committee bud- 
get, in fact tis issue was the 
priority of past school committees. 
As a very interested observer, it is 
disheartefiing to me to see the 
money spent on the public schools

constantly being depleted: 
grams being cleansed, public 
school bus routes being doubled 


school buildings and properties 
falling into need of serious repair; 
while on the other hand the money 
for private school busing kept 
increasing, If private school 
parents went looking for more 
busses, more often than not they 
would get them from the school 
committee. 

Be mindful that it was, and still is 
the school committee's responsi- 
bility to provide the best public 
education that they’can - private 
school business is not the respon- 
sibility of the school committee - 
our former school committees did 
not seem to recognize this. As a 
parent, I can be upset; that my 
daughter comes home from school 
with a broken collar bone suffered 
while playing in a rocky school 
yard - even though parents 


Tepeatedly approached the school 


committee to fix these play areas 
with no success; and often times 
meeting arrogance from these 
elected officials. How can a school 
committee unanimously turn its 
back on the findings of a nationally 
recognized accounting firm that 
advised them to eliminate private 
school busing and concentrate on 
the public schools. Three years ago 
our Tewksbury School Committee 


did just that at a cost of $7500 to the * 


taxpayer. 

If our former school committees 
had worked as hard on public 
education, as they did on private 
school busing, then many of us

within their communities, and to report any sexually exlicit 
material. The Globe clearly condemns this form of censor- 
ship and violation of individual rights; yet they apparently 
fail to recognize the issue of individual rights and the proper 
role of the government when it comes to the issue of the 
Massachusetts seat belt law. 

It will perhaps come as no surprise that I will vote for the 
repeal of the seat belt law in November. At the same time, I 
can not remember the last occasion when I did not wear a 
seat belt while driving or riding in a car. In other words, in 


a democratic society such as ours, based on the principles of Fj 
free choice and individual rights, it should be the\decision of 


each motorist and passenger as to whether or not they will 
"buckle - up": 

However, a major Boston newspaper feels quite the 
contrary. Over the past many months, as debate concerning 
the mandatory seat belt law has steadily increased, the Globe 
has published article after article concerning the benefits of 
the new law as well as the fact that "it is working". The only 
thing they have yet to throw at us is that wearing your seat 
belt prevents cancer. And yet never once have they 
considered the issue of free choice, government intrusion, 


and the First Amendment -- which they are so quick to 7 


provoke on other issues such as pornography. 

No one can disregard the benefits of wearing your seat belt 
while on the road. More often than not, seat belts do save 
lives. Qn the same token, there are many other things that 
save lives that the government doesn't seem too quick to 
legislate. Imagine how many lives.would be saved each year 
in the Commonwealth were there a law preventing cigarette 
smoking. Twenty-six thousand people died of cancer last 
year in Massachusetts alone. And, just as the governor 
boasts of the ‘significant drop’ in our insurance rates because 
of the seat belt law, imagine how significantly health 
insurance rates would plumit were ghere a ‘no puffing - up 
law’, Now that Kitty Dukakis has been without a cigarette 
for years, Papa Duke would have no problem with the 
applicable legislation. ! 

Naturally we are using sarcasm to make the point stick 
here, To justify a law based on the fact that it saves lives and 
perhaps a few cents on the insurance premium, could mean 
all sorts of legislation that might do just that in the long run, 
but only with society sacrificing a piece of freedom in the 
process. The Boston Globe, and the proponents of the seat 
belt law, have yet to clearly justify to the public the sacrifice

Dog catcher's job 

Chapter 592 of the acts of 1950 is an interesting (to some) bit 
of literature. It is also, in Wilmington, called the "Town 
Maffager Act.” Chapter 592 is the law with respect to town 
government in Wilmington today. 

One part of that law has to do with "contract" employees. 
Persons who are not regular town employ- ees, who do not get 
the benefits of health insurance and retirement, etc, as a part of 
the employment, are the so-called "contract" employees. A lot 
of persons can be "contract" persons, ditch diggers, dog 
catchers, envi- ronmental, engineers and physicians, to name a 
few. 

Any of them may hold a contract with the town manager to 
perform a special kind of work, for an agreed price, in response 
to an offer to employ (called a posting), /If there are to be any 
material changes in that employment, for instance, an increase 
in pay, the position must be "reposted." 

‘There was an advertisement in the June 25 Town Crier, telling 
the world that the position of dog officer was open. The salary 
of the dog catcher had been changed in the June 9 town meeting, 
from something over $5,000 a year to $15,000 a year. 

That is to be described as a significant difference. A lot of 
people would, presumably, enjoy catching dogs for $15,000 a 
year. 

The town manager has no alternative, under Chapter 592, He 
has to "post" the job. Anyone, including the present dog officer, 
can apply and name a sum of money for which that person will 
work, 

In that June 9 town meeting at least two persons explained the 
point involved to the town meeting, one was the town manager 
and the other was the publisher of this paper. 

But very few persons heard that, The town meeting was, like 
many special town meetings, a gathering of a special group of 
voters who were determined to a special program - this time the 
rewarding of a person ,who those people felt, should be 
rewarded. 

That special town meeting changed the salary of the dog 
officer. The town manager has no alternative. He has to make a 
public offer to hire a person, at a Salary of $15,000, or maybe 
less, to anyone who can be a competent dog officer. 

There may be many applicants. After all, $15,000 is a fair sum 
of money to many persons.

Back about 80 years ago, before 
the present stone "rubble" was laid 
along Main Street, farmers would 
drive their wagons from Main 
Street to Lake Street, for the 
express purpose of soaking the 
wagon wheel spokes, The wood 
would swell, as a result, the iron 
tires would be more firmly held in 
place, and wagons and carriages 
could be deemed to be "more sa 
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The view of Silver Lake has been opened up by the cutting of brush and trees 
along Main Street, The guardrail in the picture is due to be |replaced by a stecl 
one. Visible across the lake is the White| house, named for its present occupants, 
Eddie and Martha White. It was previously the home of Harold Melzar.

Here's an interesting question: Do 
‘we have the legal right to fish any 
water in Massachusetts? 

‘Well, yes and no, depending upon 
the water, (This gets real tricky.) 

‘We have the right of access to any 
"great" natural pond, of 20 acres or 
more, for purposes of "fishing, 
fowling or nagivation,” based on 
what are called the Colonial 


* Ordinances, These laws were 


carried over from England to the 
new colonies in the 1600s, and 
they're still in effect. So far so 
good, 

But determining whether a pond 
is “natural” or "great" is where 
some of the problems start. If 
there's a dam on the water, such as 
on Ames Pond in Tewksbury, it 
doesn't fall under the Colonial 
Ordinances. Silver Lake in 
Wilmington is a natural pond, and 
since it's 28 acres in size, we have 
the right of public access to fish, 

But there are questions about 
beaches for town residents only, 
access to undeveloped ponds, 
maintenance of boat ramps and 
beaches, access to rivers and ocean 
beaches and a score of other 
headaches, 

In fact, there is a permanent 
board in Massachusetts which deals 
with just such problems, called the 
Public Access Board, 


| The PAB is made up of five’ 


members, each one a director from 
the Divisions of heries and 
Wildlife, Forests and Parks, 
Waterways, Marine Fisheries and 
Law Enforcement. The group has 
the authority to take lands by 
eminent domain, and though they 
are reluctant to use eminent 
domain, chairman Bob Austin said 
the power has been used in the past, 
(We're talking about some pretty 
big guns here!) 

But Austin said there is no black 
and white when talking about 
public access, just shades of gray, 

He described public access as "a 
convoluted and complicated mess," 
and with some of the difficulties he. 
mentioned, it sure sounds like it, 

For example, if a pond is heavily 
developed, it is sometimes tricky 40 
find land for public access. Long 
Pond in Tewksbury just had two 
parcels of land handed over to the 
town Conservation Commission, 
but other ponds are not so easy to 
access, 

As for establishing new beaches 
and boat launches, Austin said no 
one seems to mind unless it's in 
their own Backyard. Then they 
howl, he said. 

Austin also mentioned the lack of 
manpower to maintain the public 
facilities. He said the divisions 
involved are too short-handed to 
provide maintenance crews, so the 


work is usually left up to the towns. 
But the austerity imposed by 
Proposition 2 1/2 makes even 
simple maintenance difficult, he 
said, fs 

And when a town limits access to 
only town residents, or charges a 
user fee, then the Public Access 
Board has to make a ruling, Austin 
said. Sometimes it's okay to charge, 
he said, but other times it's not. 

As for public access to the sea, 
that's another problem, Austin said. 
After all, who owns the land 
between high and low tide? 

Austin said there is a piece of 
legislation in the works; proposed 
by Senator Bulger of South Boston, 
to make the coastline more 
accessible. This bill would make 
things a little easier for the Public 
Access Board if it passes, Austin 
said, but the questions still 
outweigh the answers. 

So, can we legally fish anywhere 
in the Commonwealth? Well, yes 
and no...

Mass. Fisheries and Wildlife 
director Dick Cronin (and others) 
recently signed an agreement with 
Public Service of New Hampshire 
to provide upstream fish passages at 
five dams in New Hampshire; three 
‘on the Merrimack and two on the 
Pemigewasset, the Merrimack's 
largest tributary. Downstream 
passages will pg built within two 
years so the bay salmon and shad 
can safely reach the sea, 

The agreement is based on how 
many salmon or shad reach a given 
dam. Once the number is met, 
PSNH has agreed to build a fish 
passage at the next dam upstream. 

With passages now in place in 
Lowell and Lawrence, the salmon 
and shad are reaching Manchester 
for the first time in 100 years. The 
Merrimack is back!
